Council this week placed an order for| 
two oil-burning engines to replace the 
steam engines now in use in the mu­ 
nicipal light plant. 
The cost will be 
$47,111.94, to be paid out of profits 
of the plant in the next 
six 
years. 
The engines purchased will be 
180 
horsepower and 240-horsepower size 
and installation will begin within the 
next few days. 
With a steam-operated plant, which 
is the most expensive type 
now 
in 
use, the local municipal plant has 
a 
surplus of $5069. 
The plant also has 
furnished electricity for lighting the 
white way system, the streets in the 
residential districts, and free current 
to the churches. 
By installing oil engines it is figur­ 
ed that the local plant will make a 
saving of $80,000 in six 
years. 
As 
soon as the engines are paid for out 
of the savings of the plant, the $13,- 
000 a year, which the

fiom taxation, is expected to be sup­ 
plied by the profits of the plant and 
make Malden a tax-free city.

In the span of his life, he 
touched hands with the g reat men in 
botany in both Europe and the New 
World, and made for himself an en­ 
viable place among them. 
Dr. Engelm ann was 
the 
greatest 
authority in the world of science on 
the N orth American vine and cactus, 
and his botanical collections and not­ 
es, preserved at the Missouri Botani­ 
cal Garden in St. Louis, constitute an 
extrem ely valuable body of m aterial 
He was the first president of 
the 
St. Louis Academy of Science, 
and 
one of the founders of the 
National 
Academy. 
Educated 
in 
the universities 
of 
Heidelberg, Berlin, andW urzburg, at 
the latter taking the degree of M. D. 
in 1831, I)r. Engelm ann came to this 
country in the early '30s, living with 
relatives in Illinois for a time, and 
establishing him.-elf as a physician in 
St. Louis in 18.35. 
The New World 
offered him unparalleled opportunity 
in the study of botany, his favorite 
subject, and he devoted all his spare 
time 
to 
traveling 
and 
collecting 
specimens and notes on the plant life 
of Missouri, Illinois and Arkansas. 
In about five years he was able to 
make a visit to his native land, where, 
on June 11, 1840, 
he 
married 
the 
sw eetheart of hi- youth. Miss Dora 
H orstm ann. 
They returned to Amer 
ica and St. Louis, where they estab ­ 
lished their home. 
About this time, 
Dr. 
Engelm ann 
became 
acquainted 
with 
Dr. Asa 
Gray, already the 
most 
noted 
of 
A m erican botanists; and the friend­ 
ship formed between them then was 
broken only by death. 
Dr. Gray, a t ­ 
tracted the young scientist through 
the ia tte r’s work with the plant life 
of w estern America, had w ritten him 
words of commendation, and on hi- 
way hack from Germany, Dr. Engel 
mann stopped in the East 
to 
meet 
Dr. Gray. 
A gain hack in St. Louis, Dr. E ngel­ 
mann continued his medical practice, 
but, owing to 
it- 
now 
established 
character, was able to devote more 
time than ever to hi- botanical stu d ­ 
ies. 
He took ]«<ng vacations, giver, 
over to exploiation and collection of 
specimens, and traveled widely, both 
in this country and in 
Europe. 
He 
carried on w eather observations be­ 
gun when he first canu* to St. Louis, 
which at hi- death, covered a longer 
period, it is believed, than that 
of 
sim ilar observations by any one man 
in America. 
This work was taken 
up by the U. S. W eather Bureau 
in 
1871 but Dr. Engelm ann continued his 
own reckonings. His scientific papers 
were numerous, and he w as 
widely 
sought as a lecturer. 
But, back of his life as a leader in 
the field of natural science lay 
his 
medical practice, and it is recorded 
of Dr. Engelm ann th a t he ever 
re­ 
mained a true practitioner of his pro­ 
fession, sparing him self never wher. 
duty to the suffering called him. 
In 
his later years he scoffed a t the idea 
that he should not make night calls 
as ho had throughout his life as 
a 
country physician in a fro n tier com­ 
munity. 
The death of his wife in 1879 was 
a g reat 
blow 
to 
Dr. E ngelm ann’s 
spirit. 
His heatlh failed for a time 
but a ourney through the forests 
of 
the Paeific coast region sufficed 
to 
restore it somewhat. 
In 188.3 he re­ 
visited Europe. 
Exposure while sweeping 
a path 
through the snow to his never-neg­ 
lected 
therm om eters, 
however 
brought on a cold th a t proved fatal. 
On the evening of his seventy-sixth 
birthday, it is recorded, he laid aside 
his plants and papers and took 
to 
his bed. 
Two days later he died, “ in 
the harness, as had been his w ish”. 
The journals of this man of science
